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WILSTN ASSAILED fa Fst Time in State's History = 
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Effort to Reduce the Qualifi- 
cation Experience to Five 
Years and Raise Salary to 
$6,000 a Year Meets With 
Defeat. 


City council voted down the attempt 
to tack on the “five-year” qualification 
clause and a $6,000 salary to the job of 
chief of construction, when the ordi- 
nance aiming at the reorganization of 
the construction department was 
threshed out yesterday afternoon, and 
after the two factions on the question 
played out their game of hide-and-seek 
adopted the report of the minority 
committee which requires the chief to 
have ten years’ experience 48 a civil 
engineer. This action will leave the 
chief of construction with as much 
power, it Is said, as the office ever had. 

The arrival of the old fight, started 
months ago, and which has been charg- 
ed time and again to be a political ef- 
fort to oust Captain R. M. Clayton, 
present chief of the department, stirred 
the council when it assembled Tuesday 
afternoon to take up the much mooted 
question.. The committee appointed to 
frame the ordinance recommended that 
the qualification clause be eliminated, 
and that one sewer and one street en- 
gineer be allowed the chief of construc- 
tion. 

Minority Report Wins. 


The minority report was signed by 
Councilmen Harvey Hatcher and J. D. 
Sisson. The amendment which sought 
to limit the qualifications of the chief 
to five years and fixing the ‘salary at 
$6,000 was offered by Alderman J. W. 
Maddox. It was bitterly opposed by 
(‘ounciIman Hatcher. 

Job Is Big One. 

“The job Is a big one,” he declared, 
‘and it should be held by a man with 
some experience. The department spent 
a million and a half last year. I insist 
on the adoption of the committee re- 
port because I don’t think the ten-year 
qualification clause is too great.” 

An amendment was suggested by 
Councilman Greer to require the chief 
of construction to have practical expe- 
rience on street and road work. 

A vigorous defense of Captain Clay- 
ton’ and his department was made by 
Alderman John I: McClelland. He de- 
clared that the pfoposition to take_out 
the qualification clause was put in the 
ordinance to eliminate Captain Clayton 
from the office. | 

“It was done for a political purpose, 
he charged. “Before you all get through 
talking you will say that Captain Clay- 
ton is the best man for the job. Then, 
why do you want to legislate him from 
office.” 

Did the Best They Could. 

Alderman McClelland said that the 
department was criticised because prac- 
tically little work was done on the 
streets, but he declared that the men 
under Captain Clayton did the best 
they could in spite of the rainy weath- 
er. 


© 
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Alderman Johnson admitted = that 
most of the criticism heaped on the 
department was because of the poor re- 
sults. He dectared, however, that he 
was of the opinion that the department 
should conducted by a competent 
engineer-—-a man with technical abil- 
itv. He declared that he was surprised 
that anyone should oppose requiring 
certain qualifications, explaining that 
it would be absurd for the city to put 
men at the heads of the technical de- 
partments who were not qualified. 

“The city could not afford to put a 
clerk, or a butcher, or a carpenter, in 
the city attorney's office,” he declared. 
“The city certainly should have a man 
of experience and ability in the de- 
partment. It is not running a kinder- 
garten.”’ 

Taken From the Table. 

Councilman Hatcher did not oppose 
the motion to table the report, the 
ordinance and the resolution. He voted 
for it, and after the council passed 
over some routine matters, Councilman 
Johnson moved to take the matter from 
the table. 

Then the council took up the’report 
as armended by Councilman Hatcher, 
which provided. that no person could be 
eligible to the office who is not a com- 
petent elvil engineer, with ten years’ 
practical experience. The report 
was further amended by Coun- 
vilman Maddox to limit the experience 
to five years, and increase the salary 
from $4,000 to $6.000 a year. The Mad- 
dox resolution was voted down. 

The amended report by Councilman 
Hatcher was adopted.

Cus- 
toms receipts for August and July, 
the first two months of the present 
fiscal year, ran $4,000,000 each above 
the figures for the same two months 
of 1911. Ordinary tnternal revenue 
taxes were an increase of $3,000,000 
more for the two-month period of 
this year than for last year. 

Aside from the Panama cana] and 
the public debt, the excess of ordinary 
disbursements over receipts wus ap- 
proximately $16,000,000 less than for 
the corresponding two months last 
year, largely attributable to the hold- 
ing up of the appropriation bills in 
the closing weeks.of congress.

BY ROOSEVELT 


Colonel Resents the Governor's 


Criticism of Moose Platform, 


Roosevelt Intimates That His 
Position on the Tariff Has 
Been Misrepresented by Gov. 
Wilson—Why Roosevelt Fa- 
vors a Tariff Commission. 


St. Louis, Mo., September 3.—Wood- 
row Wilson's stand upon the tariff, 
the trusts and the minimum wage 
scale proposition was assailed by Colo- 
nel Roosevelt in a speech here today 
before the Missouri progressive state 
convention. Colonel Roosevelt left to- 
night for Iowa, where he is to deliver 
a number of speeches tomorrow. The 
colonel saw nothing of Governor Had- 
ley, who remained at the state capitol. 

Colonel Roosevelt said Governor Wil- 
sond had paid a warm tribute to the 
Progressive platform, “a tribute which 
I cannot reciprocate as to his plat- 
form.” Turning to the tariff, Colonel 
Roosevelt stated that the governor was 
diverting attention from the real is- 
Sues when he took up “tariff changes 
as the panacea for the evils of the 
day.” 

Roosevelt Puts Question to Wilson. 

Taking up Governor Wilson’s critl- 
cism of the progressive policy in re- 
gard to regulation of trusts Colonel 
Roosevelt asked: 

“If the democratic 
offers any hope for the solution of 
the trust question why, during the 
two years that Mr. Wilson has been 
governor of New Jersey, has nothing 
been done under Mr..Wilson’s lead or 
even attempted by Mr. Wilson in New 
Jersey for the regulation of the 
trusts?”

have pointed out that any decrease in 
republican majority in Vermont 
in September below the normal of 
25,000 has been followed almost in- 
variably by the party defeat in the 
presidential contest in November. 
These majorities, which have averaged 
close to: 30,000 in all the state elec- 
tions in Vermont in presidential years 
Since 1892, were represented today by 
bare plurality. 
The republican loss apparently went, 
in a great degree to the progressives 
and to a somewhat lesser extent to the 
democrats. 

The falling off in the republican vote 
began with the first returns while the 
progressives gained all along the Hne, 
in some cases carrying towns which 
had heretofore been regarded as 
strongly republican. 

Election to Legislature. 

Yet the disaffection from the re- 
publican ranks did not extend very far 
beyond the heag of the ticket. Many 
towns that showed strong progressive 
tendencies sent republican representa- 
tives to the legislature, so republican 
party leaders were assured early of a 
substantial majority on joint ballot for 
governor, as the failure of a candidate 
to get a majority at the polls throws 
the election into the legislature, 

Progressive leaders were greatly 
pleased with the results. It was point- 
ed out that the party had gone into 
the fight with an organization that, 
was new to politics and was foreed to. 
make up with notable orators what it 
lacked in party management, with 
Colonel Roosevelt leading the charge. 

Democratic Leaders Pleased.

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MAKER TIFT DENOUNCES 


SPOILS SYSTEN 


President Speaks to Convention 
of Postoffice Employees, 


Boston, September 3.—President Taft 
tonight contrasted the conditions that 
confronted a president in the days of 
the spolls system with the system of 
appointment under the civil service, at- 
tacked the democratic house of repre- 
sentatives for attempting to limit the 
tenure of government employees and 
declared that so long as he has the 
power no old government clerk need 
fear discharge unless the United States 
has provided a system of civil service 
pensions to keep him from want in his 
old age. 

The president spoke in Faneuil hall 
to several hundred postoffice ein- 
ployees, now in convention here. He 
said that the job of president in these 
days is not a thing of joy when ap- 
pointments are considered, but tn the 
times of Lincoln, he added, “must have 
been a perfect hell.” 

More than anything else he has en- 
countered in the white house, Mr. Taft 
said, the filling of vacancies that are 
not under civil service has proved irk- 
some and distasteful to him, and three 
times he has urged congress in special 
messages to extend the blanket of civil 
service to all government employees. 

Taft Limped Into Hall. 

Mr. Taft motored in from 3everly 
three hours before his train left for 
Washington tonight to speak to the 
clerks. He lMmped into Faneuil Hall 
with his right foot in bandages and 
wearing On it a loose felt slipper. The 
foot was injured several years ago 
while Mr. Taft was playing golf and 
late yesterday he strained it again. 
He was able to stand without aid to- 
night, and did not use a cane in walk- 
ing. It was expected he would be able 
to go on the links again when he re- 
turns to Beverly Saturday. 

At 8 o’clock tonight the president 
left for Washington to keep an en- 
Sagement there tomorrow with the In- 
ternational Association of Applied 
Chemistry... He will return by way of 
‘New York, where he will board the 
yacht Mayflower and on the way north 
will stop at New London, Conn., to 
address the Atlantic Deeper Water- 
Ways association: Chatles D. Hilles, 
Chairman: of the republican ‘national 
committee, and George R. Sheldon, its 
treasurer, will be his guests overnight 
Thursday on the Mayflower. Mrs. Taft 
probably will take the trip. 

President Taft was wildly cheered 
when he entered Faneuil Hall tonight. 

The president began by praising the 
“faithful, skilful, intelligent”  em- 
ployees of the government who have 
built up the machine of government in 
125 years, so that no matter what presi- 
dent, cabinet officer or bureau chief 
leaves Washington for a vacation, the 
government business goes on and the 
wheels will turn. 

With a Bang of His Fist. 
“The claim has been made,” he de- 


clared with a bang of his fist on the 
Speaker's table, “that government’s 
employees are overpaid. That is not 
true. I know hundreds of men in 
Washington who are not compensated 
within five times or even ten times of 
what they would have received in 
other lines. I do not mean to say that 
I favor an advance in salary of five or 
ten times _what they get now, but the 
government should assure these men 
of permanence of tenure and that they 
will be taken care »f-in their old 
age.”’ 

The speaker explained that once-he 
favored a system of straightout pen- 
sions for government employees. After 
observation of the working of this sys- 
tem abroad, however, he had come to 
the conclusion that it was not the best. 

“And now,” he continued, “I believe 
in a system that might be called an 
‘enforced system of pensions,’ where 
the government pays part and the em- 
ployees contribute as well.” 

He Explains a Veto. 

Mr. Taft gave his reasons for the 
veto of the legislative bill. He said 
not only did he oppose it because it 
was unfair and because it was placed 
before him in an improper dress, but 
because it would have accomp'‘shed 
nothing, but made the life of congress- 
men and presidents concerned in re- 
appointments unbearable. 

“The bill would have accomplished 
nothing good,” he said. “It would just 
be like beating “the devil around the 
bush,” 

With a picture of how many new 
appointments were made in the days 
before civil service, the president con- 
cluded his address. 

“It must have been a perfect hell 
in those days,” he said. “I speak with 
emphasis because I do not know any- 
thing connected with the government 
that so interferes with the administra- 
tion of the office as the applications 
and pressure that are brought to bear 
to fill those offices that are not how 
under the civil service.”

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TROUPS ON GUARD 
TO AWE CONVICTS 


Mutiny Causes Reign of Terror 
in Michigan Pen 


Mich., September -3.—Five 
companies of Michigan national 
guardsmen with rifles loaded to kill 
camped tonight within and outside the 
Walls of the state penitentiary. The 
who: the authorities allege 
responsible for today’s outbreak 
—probably the worst in the history of 
the institution—are locked up in the 
heart of the prison, many of them being 
chained to their cells, 

Every convict was in custody tonight 
and not a single prisoner was badly 
hurt, according to the statement of 
Warden Nathan: Simpson. He admitted 
that during the riot one convict, a 
trusty, was wounded inthe arm as the 
result of a misunderstanding, but 
promptly dented reports that two men 
were seriously shot and that three had 
escaped. 

Convicts Break From “Bull Pen.” 

Fifty men lodged in the prison “bull 
pen” have been held responsible for 
the riot, which raged over an. hour. 
The building in which the so-called 
desperate characters were quartered is 
composed of twelve sections and at- 
tached to the cell houses. Someone in 
the cell nearest the prison stone house 
succeeded in forcing the doors. 

In a few moments a number of thé 
convicts, unobserved, entered the stone 
house and secured mallets and sledges. 
The other doors of the “bull pen” were 
quickly battered in. Yelling like mad 
men, the majority of the convicts 
streamed into the prison kitchen and 
began smashing state property. Others 
remained in the vard doing little else 
than making a tremendous racket. 

The convicts were so successful in 
their early movements that the riot 
was full progress when Warden 
Simpson was notified. He immediately 
asked the militia companies in Jackson 
to hurry to the prison, at the same time 
ordering his guards and special depu- 
ties to hold the rnioters at bay. There 
was no checking the prisoners, how- 
ever, until the soldiers arrived, and 
then the demonstration ended almost 
as suddenly as it began. 

To Offer Convicts a Chance, 

It is understood that the prison au- 
thoritles will tomorrow offer the con- 
victs an opportunity to return peace- 
ably to work. The guardsmen will be 
on hand as a moral influence. Warden 
Simpson stated that thus far he. has 
not allowed anv of the convicts to be 
flogged, although the board of control 
officially allowed him to use his own 
judgment in the matter.

He says if Prof. Jere M. Pound 
should write an* ask him, for instance, 
as to his status on the board, he 
would then ask the advice of the at- 
torney general, but in the absence of 
such specific request, he does nct pro- 
pose to be drawn into the political 
strife which is being stirred up in cer- 
tain quarters. 


Statement of Superintendent. 

Superintende:* Brittain’s statement 
in full ‘ollows: 

“I have been away from the city for 
some days and find that there seems 
to be some desire to ascertain my 
purpose or attitude with regard to 
the state board of education. Let me 
Say at the outset that so far as I am 
able I shall not be swayed by the 
partisanship so plainly apparent. While 
in one sense there has been an ele- 
ment of loneliness in the position, the 


evident appreciation throughout the 
state as manifested in the last two 
elections of my sincere effort to keep 
the educational work as-free as pos- 
sible from factional politics ,has been 
the compensation. I do not hope to 
Please zealous partisans on either side 
but trust unbiased opinion will see 
evident honesty of purpose in what ap- 
peers to me as the right course to fol- 
ow.
